The design of this envelope 
is taken from an inlay in a floor in one of the State Buildings. The other envelope bears 
a picture of John Winthrop, Jr., first Governor of Connecticut and one of the most out- 
standing of its early citizens. He is not much to look at but barbering in those days was 
not so highly developed as it is today.

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The Story of The Newfoundland-Wayzata 
$1 Air Mail Stamp 


OW we thought our financial 

troubles over, because Yerxa 

had told us that a pool of his 

stockholders and others had 

agreed to buy enough of the 
stamps to make the first payment 
($66,666.67) on the S-40. This was 
another bit of rainbow chasing, later 
changed to $10,000.00, and when the 
stamps were actually available the 
check was for $500.00! 

Our immediate job, tho, was to get 
the stamps engraved and printed. The 
Bureau of Engraving agreed to do the 
work for slightly over $400.00 and the 
contract was signed. Parkes, mean- 
while, arrived on the scene as, we 
were informed, the official represen- 
tative of the Newfoundland Govern- 
ment to supervise the production of 
stamps. Gullible, we swallowed it. 
Actually, in my opinion, Parkes knew 
as much about producing stamps as 
the average mining engineer, which 
happened to be his profession. The 
result was increased costs and delay, 
totalling some $800.00 more than the 
contract price for producing the 
stamps. 


The first of August saw the stamps 


promised cash to pry them loose from 
the Bank vaults, were stalled for 
days, finally realized he couldn’t de- 
liver! Aerial World Tours then did 
some high financing, borrowed $5,- 
000.00 on the security of the stamps 
and received 25,000 regularly issued 
$1.00 Newfoundland Air Mail stamps 
from the Northwestern National 
Bank in Minneapolis. 

With Yerxa falling down on his 
financing promises, we saw plans for 
the big Sikorsky and our whole house 
of cards topple and fall. What should 
we do? We had stamps to commem- 
orate a flight, but no ship, no finances,

no reliable backers. A wire to the 
Douglas Aircraft Company, then pro- 
ducing some snappy twin motored 
amphibians of small passenger carry- 
ing capacity brought reassuring of- 
fer. But who would pay the bills? 
Stamp collectors, indecisive because 
of the anvil chorus of magazines de- 
voted to philately, were not flockin 
to our standard as we had anticipated. 

Enter John Weeks, Minneapolis at- 
torney, Legionairre, politician. En- 
ter also Ray Speer, jobless publicist 
extraordinary. Huddles. Meetings. 
Plans. The local American Legion 
wanted to make money. Let them 
sell the stamps! Agreed. More meet- 
ings. Luncheons. Explanations. Sales 
talks. Executive Sessions. Finally 
an agreement was worked out where- 
by they took over the sale of stamps 
on a percentage basis. After more 
delays they began their job, rather 
half heartedly, then with more en- 
thusiasm. 

The Douglas was out of the ques- 
tion account of time. August was 
slipping by. The Walgreen’s of Drug 
Store fame had a Sikorsky S-38, an 
eight passenger twin motored job, 
with reinforced hull specially made 
for ocean work, for sale. We sent 
McCarty to Chicago to see about it. 
He phoned for cash. We scraped up 
the cash somewhere, wired it to Mc- 
Carty and he returned to Minneapolis 
in the Sikorsky. At last we had a 
ship! The landing in Wayzata Bay 
of Lake Minnetonka on August 31st 
with Carl Vickery at the controls 
and Elmer Pearson as mechanic was 
a gala occasion. But Yerxa and the 
Boat Works had cooled off account 
our hook up with the Legion. 

The Minnesota State Fair opened 
a few days after the Wayzata land- 
ing. Speer, former publicist for the 





Fair, arranged to display the big 
Sikorsky there in the Aircraft build- 
ing, sale of stamps and covers by 
Legionaires at the same place. Our 
purchase agreement with the Wal- 
green’s called for payment of $100.00 
daily, payments to be rent if ship was 
not finally taken. We set up a big 
balyhoo at the fair, charged admis- 
sion on a five and dime basis, giving 
the Fair a percentage of the take. 
When the week finished we found 
our ship had been the best drawing 
attraction on the grounds, enough 
cash in the till to pay off the Wal- 
greens their daily token and a little, 
very little left over. 

The exhibition of the plane at the 
Fair gave unexpected impetus to the 
stamp sales campaign. The greatly 
reduced budget of expense for the 
flight, because of using the smaller 
ship, now made the flight seem a 
certainty. Date of departure was 
set for not later than September 25th. 
A final drive for mail was scheduled 
for the week of September 12th, the 
week following the fair. 

This drive was destined never to 
take place. On Saturday, September 
10th, came the flight’s death blow. 
Two telegrams arrived in Minneapolis 
from the Attorney General of the 
Newfoundland Government. One, ad- 
dressed to Aerial World Tours, briefly 
asked it to return all unsold stamps 
to the Northwestern National Bank 
and to recall all stamps which had 
been sold. The other, addressed to 
the Bank, told it to release no more 
stamps, and to recall all that had 
been sold. 

Consternation reigned. How could 
stamps sold from Maine to Cali- 
fornia be recalled. Purchasers nearby 
were interviewed and invariably re- 
fused to give up their stamps. Many 
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demanded that the flight go, on de- 
spite the ultimatum of Newfoundland. 

A wire was sent to Newfoundland 
advising of this situation and of the 
willingness of Aerial World Tours to 
go on with the flight using the “New- 
foundlander” as we had christened 
the Walgreen Sikorsky. No reply. 
A second wire was sent. Still no 
direct reply. 

Then came the reply in the form 
of a newspaper dispatch: 


St. John’s Newfoundland, Sept. 
13 (CP) — The Newfoundland 
Government has cancelled its 
special issue of 400,000 stamps 
which were to be sold during a 
world flight sponsored by Aerial 
World Tours, Inc., of Minne- 
apolis. This action was taken 
because the flight has not started, 
it was stated officially today. 
About 25,000 stamps have been 
issued and the Government has 
demanded their collection and re- 
turn. 


With the cancellation of all plans 
for the trip our work was not yet 
done. We owed an obligation to 
those who had purchased stamps and 
covers. But did Newfoundland? Were 
they obliged to recognize and cancel 
those stamps as legitimate postal pa- 
per? We thought they were. To 
test their reaction I sent covers to 
a number of Newfoundland towns. 
Some were cancelled and sent thru 
international mails bearing only the 
Newfoundland stamp. These were 
delivered to me by Uncle Sam’s mail 
carriers in the regular mails. Two 
of these covers carry as well the 
personal autograph of the Newfound- 
land postmasters and I know are 
genuine examples of government can- 
celled covers. I have been told that 
there are a number of such cancelled 


covers in Montreal, the property of | 


a prominent philatelist there but I 
have not seen those covers. So far 
as I know these two lots are all there 
are available. 

After I received these covers can- 
celled, Aerial World Tours sent all 
the mail that had accumulated at Min- 
neapolis for the flight, to the post- 
master at St. John’s, Newfoundland, 
with the request that it be cancelled 
and forwarded. I have been informed 
that it was all forwarded, uncancelled, 
under official cover.

Still not satisfied, because Aerial 
World Tours had paid $5,000.00 in 
cash to the Government of Newfound- 
land and felt that the stamp issue 
should either be recognized or the 
money refunded, McCarty was sent 
to Newfoundland to work out some 
way of settling the matter for once 
and for all. His trip resulted in the 
usual governmental buck passing 
and, unsuccessful, he returned to the 
States, his return fare, so we were 
told, being paid by a high Newfound- 
land government official! 

Then Parkes, in New York, worked 
out an arrangement for a flight from 
Newfoundland to New York, carry- 
ing all accumulated Aerial World 
Tours mail, overprinting the Way- 


|zata stamps for that flight, thus sal- 


vaging something from a good idea. 
The final agreement for this deal, 
submitted to Aerial World Tours by 
Chester McLaughlin, New York at- 
torney for Geo. Palmer Putnam, was 
not in accordance with our ideas. We 
drew up one based on our ideas and 
submitted it. The two were so far 
at variance, tho, that nothing came 
of this abortive attempt save the de- 
sign for overprinting the stamp which 
I have in my collection. 

Meantime, the 375,000 stamps re- 
maining in the vaults of the North- 
western National Bank had been de- 
stroyed. Shortly before McCarty 
left Newfoundland on his unsuccess- 
ful journey, without notice to us, and 
without orders from the Newfound- 
land Government, Bank officials cere- 
moniously cast the entire lot of 375,- 
000 stamps, the original drawing, all 
photographs used in making the 
engraving, the steel die and all proofs 
into the furnace in the subterranean 
depths of the Bank Building. Thus 
were destroyed the _ controversial 
stamps, leaving but 25,000 still extant. 

But Newfoundland still had $5,- 
000.00 of Aerial World Tours money 
and refused to make any private, 
public or official announcement about 
the stamps. So Lieut. Helm, as rep- 
resentative of the other members of 
the corporation, prepared and sub- 
mitted an exhaustive brief outlining 
the entire proposition, to the State 
Department at Washington with a 
request that the matter be taken up 
with the Newfoundland Government. 
Apparently the New Deal is too im- 
portant for the State Department to 
consider such trivial matters as deal-

We have been treated to an unusual 
sight by John P. Colby, namely a 
whole sheet of N. R. A.’s and part of 
another on which the design is hardly 
visible. These are fully perforated 
but should, of course, have been re- 
moved when the sheets were inspect- 
ed. Such errors occur more frequently 
on rotary press issues than flat plate 
as the former, which are printed in 
rolls, are mechanically inked and there 
is always a possibility of the ink res- 
ervoir running dry through inatten- 
tion of the operator. 

Nelson W. Klein submits a copy of 
499 with the question of whether or 
not it is type II. In times gone by 
great controversy has raged over 
where type II really exists on 499. Ac- 
cording to King-Johl, type II was used 
only for rotary press stamps although 
a special transfer roll made from type 
I with minor variations was used for 
some printings of 499. This is refer- 
red to by them as type 1A altho the 
catalogue does not make this distinc- 
tion owing, probably, to the lengthy 
explanation involved. 

Several people have asked what is 
the difference between a Bureau Print 
and any other precancel. A Bureau 
Print is a precancel overprinted at the 
Bureau at the same type the stamp 
is printed—a continuous process. Any 
other precancels are those which are

locally overprinted at the request of 
the local postmaster at a nearby 
printer’s. 

How to distinguish between the two 
is a study in itself. Inquiries in this 
direction had best be referred to one 
of the precancel columns. 

H. W. Kastner and others have 
asked the value of various stamps 
showing creases, that is, white spaces 
going through the design. The value 
of these is largely determined by 
what the few who make a specialty of 
collecting them will pay. Having just 
had a 5c New York showing such a 
crease which we submitted to one man 
who offered $30 for it and then to an- 
other “specialist” who offered $7, we 
are a bit non-plussed on what to think. 

Mr. J. W. Carper requests the cata- 
logue number of a 2c type A81 with 
no perforations at top or bottom and 
hyphen-holes on either side. It is 
either 344 or 384 with Schermack per- 
forations for use in private vending 
machines, depending on whether it is 
double or single lined watermark. Spe- 
cial listings of these will be found in 
the current U. S. Specialized Cata- 
logue.

PACIFIC” is in all cases very ac- 
curately placed over the stamps so 
that the effect is one that would 
make any enthusiast happy and are 
we happy to thank Mr. Haltiwanger 
for his kindness in sending these 
covers.

Late on the afternoon of March 27, 
the Postmaster General gave the of- 
ficial announcement on the Connec- 
ticut Tercentenary stamp. First day 
of issue will be April 26, exclusively 
in Hartford, coinciding with the open- 
ing of the Tercentenary Celebration 
of the State. 

We had the privilege of seeing the 
finished design from which the mas- 
ter die is to be made. Feature sub- 
ject as most would guess is the fa- 
mous “Charter Oak” placed a little 
to the left of the center of the de- 
sign. The border is a single line, 
panels enclosing the words Connec- 
ticut and Tercentenary, respectively 
in vertical formation are to be found 
at the left and right sides of the 
stamp. The year “1635” appears in 
the upper left-hand corner and “1935” 
opposite. 

Denomination of the stamp is three 
cents and this appears as “3c” in both 
of the lower corners. The words “The 
Charter Oak” will be just below and 
to the right of the central motif. 
In the narrow strip across the base 
of the stamp is the inscription “Uni- 
ted States Postage. 

Placed ocineutaiie and of the same 
size as the Wisconsin commemorative 
this Connecticut Tercentenary stamp 
is going to be one of the most dis- 
tinctive put out.

CONGRESS IS 
STAMP MINDED 


Probably no 
United States 
Congress ever 
heard so much or knew so much about 
stamps and stamp collectors as does 
the congress now in session. Congress 
is stamp minded. Congress will lis- 
ten to the petitions of stamp collec- 
tors not because congress knows and 
realizes that there are a vast number 
of people interested in stamp col- 
lecting and that stamp collecting is 
not mere child’s play. 

Now therefore is the time when all 
stamp collectors should take it upon 
themselves to write their congress- 
man at Washington, both your Sen- 
ator and your Representatives in the 
House and encourage the passage of 
the bill to legalize the Illustration 
of Postage Stamps. This bill is 
known as “H. R. 1411”. You need 
only refer to it in that manner and 
your representatives will know of 
what you speak.

ITALY HAS It will be welcome 
SURRENDERED news to those who 

have been follow- 
ing the Italian Commemorative and 
special issues to learn that in the 
future there will be less of these 
stamps. Issues in the past have been 
made for various philanthropic and 
charitable organizations on petition. 
After a definite time of sale the 
stamps were demonetized and the re- 
mainders turned over to the favored 
organization for disposal. That is a 
procedure which is always distaste- 
ful to collectors who buy at face and 
later learn that they have been stuck 
and it is much more distasteful when 
it is done by a government of such 
standing as that of Italy. 


NEW U.S. Fred Hawkins of New- 
PLATES ark, Ohio, showed one 

of the new sheets of 
2c stamps printed from the plates 
which are made especially to be run 
with the new electric eye, to help 
get more accurate perforating. 

Our first thought was the possi- 
bilities for specialists that come with 
the introduction of these new plates. 
We of course know that many col- 
lectors who are real students of 
stamps have collected sheet margins 
with their stamps for many years 
past but we can not understand why 
there are not more collectors who 
will go for these varieties. 

A collection of single copies from 
the various positions on the sheets, 
in order that one might show thereby 
the reconstruction of a sheet is cer- 
tainly of value and far more worthy 
of collecting than are blocks of four. 

The block of four fetish is about 
the most silly thing that stamp col- 
lectors do. Owning a block of four 
means nothing and shows nothing ex- 
cept in cases where the block may 
contain a variety other than normal. 

Rather than collect the blocks, col- 
lectors would and could learn some- 
thing about our stamps and how the 
plates and sheets are made and con- 
structed by gathering the outstanding 
marked pieces from the sheets. Prin- 
cipally the corner stamps as well as 
the plate numbers and in this latter 
stamp we recommend and urge the 
collection of single copies as the 
single stamp is as good an identifi- 
cation and record of the plate as is 
a block of any size, except of course 
where adjoining stamps bear other 
marking on their margins. 

Plate number blocks of four and 
six only multiply the cost, whereas 
if you confine your interest to a 
single copy, many more collectors can 
be interested as the cost is just one- 
fourth or one-sixth.

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-AStep in the Right Direction 


The Italian Press announces that in 
the future, by a law which will apply 
to Italy, the Aegean Islands and the 
Italian Colonies, all stamps commem- 
orative of events of extraordinary na- 
tional importance will be prepared ex- 
elusively by the State, without the in- 
tervention of Committees or Institu- 
tions; normally without a premium 
and absolutely excluding any free do- 
nations, even after the period of cur- 
rency. If a premium is charged, it 
will be kept as low as possible, the 
sole intention being to recoup the 
cost of production. 

In effect this means that in the 
future there will be far fewer com- 
memorative stamps issued by Italy 
and her Colonies, as most of the re- 
cent issues were instigated by “Com- 
mittees or Institutions,” which receiv- 
ed the balance of the stock as soon 
as the stamps were issued and often 
disposed of them to the trade at much 
below face value. The State will have 
no inclination to issue special stamps 
save on occasions of real importance 
and, as will be noted above, there will 
no longer be any “free donations” of 
remainder stocks to private bodies. 

(Gibbons’ Stamp Monthly). 

The above action by the Italian au- 
thorities was the result of the efforts 
of Unione Filatelica Nazionale of 
Rome, Italy, and Gibbons of London, 
so we understand. At any rate col- 
lectors as a whole will thank who- 
ever was responsible for this good 
work and it is only regretted that said 
order was not issued much sooner.

Refuses to Open Exhibit Unless Far- 
leytelic Sheets Are Removed 
From Show 





Herewith a Reprint from the New 
York Times of March 29th 





“Because Postmaster Francis J. 
Sinnott of Brooklyn said he would not 
officiate at the opening yesterday of 
the annual show of the Brooklyn and 
Long Island Stamp Exhibit Associa- 
tion if posters containing a satire on 
Postmaster General Farley were dis- 
played, the posters were withdrawn. 

Mr. Sinnott objected because he 
could not see any humor in proclama- 
tions on a sticker issued at Columbus, 
Ohio, last January which were thrusts 
at the relation between government 
sales of mint postage stamps to deal- 
ers and collectors and the assets of 
the Postoffice Department. 

The sticker, bearing nine pictures of 
Jefferson in light blue, similar to his 
portrait on a 5-cent stamp issued by 
the Confederate States in 1862, was 
printed for the Columbus Philatelic 
Club to be used at a dinner. 

“Yames A. Folly” 

They are about the size of imperfo- 
rate sheets of six stamps issued in 
commemorative denominations begin- 
ning with the Byrd 3-cent values and 
are gummed. They bear the words 
“issued under authority of Yames A. 
Folly, Postmusser-Yeneral’” (correct) 
and “printed by the deficit bureau of 
the Pust Uffice.” The plate number is 
“1234567890.” Instead of “5 cents” 
as in the actual Confederate issue, 
however, “10 cents” has been substi- 
tuted. 

About 100 copies were received this 
week by George W. Brodie, a dealer at 
277 Ashland Place, Brooklyn, who in- 





tended to show them at his booth at the 
exhibit of the association which will 
be held until Sunday night at the Mo- 
mart Building, 592 Fulton Street, 
Brooklyn. They will not be displayed 
by him there, but may be seen after 
Sunday at his business address. He 
said he did not want to interfere with 
the association’s program.

It was then that Linprint Inc., pub- 
lishers of Linn’s Weekly Stamp News 
offered the sheets for sale at 10¢ each 
and thousands of them have been sold 
and the demand still continues.
